To  the  Members  of  the  HEARD    FAMILY:     GREETING. 

The  HEARD  FAMILY  have  been  in  this  country  nearly  200  years, 
and,  as  yet,  no  genealogy  has  been  compiled. 

Many  characters  of  marked  ability  and  sterling  integrity  appear  in  our 
ancestral  line.  To  preserve  the  vanisbing  records  of  our  kindred,  to  re- 
call the  life-work  of  such  as  have  attained  eminence,  and  to  promote 
acquaintance  and  friendship  among  those  related  by  blood  is  the  desire  of 
the  writer. 

If  the  first  ancestor  who  came  to  America  had  made  up  a  family 
record,  embracing  what  he  knew  of  his  ancestors,  would  not  his  descen- 
dants highly  esteem  it?  Coming  generations  will  prize  what  you  know 
very  highly.  "In  treasuring  up  the  memorials  of  the  fathers,  we  best  mani- 
fest our  regard  for  posterity." 

During  the  past  three  years  the  writer  has  devoted  much  time  to  the 
collection  of  data  pertaining  to  the  HEARD  family. 

At  the  outset,  the  primary  object  was  to  find  a  "  missing  link  "  in 
Mrs.  Lilly's  Heard  ancestry,  running  back  into  the  Virginia-Georgia 
families.  This  accomplished,  after  much  correspondence,  it  has  been  de- 
termined to  form 

THE  HEARD  ASSOCIATION. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  records  and  data  possessed  by  various 
members  of  the  separate  branches,  regarding  the  earliest  generations,  are, 
in  general,  very  contradictory,  incomplete  and  unsatisfactory. 

During  the  past  few  weeks  the  writer  has  received  about  100  letters 
from  members  of  the  family  residing  in  several  southern  states,  most  of 
whom  have  little  knowledge  of  their  ancestors.  Some  have  no  written 
records  of  their  immediate  families. 

We  have  heard  something  of  ancient  records,  dating  back  to  1420, 
said  to  have  been  lost  or  mislaid,  much  to  the  regret  of  numerous  descen- 
dants. 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  HEARD  ASSOCIATION. 

To  publish  the  "HEARD  BULLETIN"  two  or  three  times  yearly, 
as  may  be  found  expedient,  as  a  means  of  communication  by  which  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  may  be  kept  informed  of  matters  of  interest  and 
which  will  also  present  to  those  who  are  not  members,  a  clear  idea  of  the 
work  in  hand  and  to  be  done:  to  publish  letters  containing  matters  of 
interest;  notes  on  the  Heard  families;  queries  as  to  the  ancestry  of  those 
who  cannot  trace  back  to  their  American  ancestor;  queries  concerning 
lost  lines  of  descent;  and  also  to  publish  portions  of  addresses  of  speakers 
at  annual  meetings.  Members  of  the  Association  will  be  invited  to  send 
in  items  of  interest. 

Queries  as  to  ancestry  will  be  answered  by  the  Secretary,  if  data  is 
at  hand;  if  not,  they  will  be  published  in  the  BULLETIN  for  others  to 
answer. 

Persons  having  knowledge  of  early  Heard  local  records,  manuscripts, 
family  records,  etc.,  will  please  aid  us  by  writing  to  the  Secretary  con- 
cerning such  records.

And,  ultimately,  the  Association  should  in  some  way  stand  back  of 
the  publication  of  a  Heard  Genealogy.  In  this  way  a  book  could  be  issued 
in  a  more  elaborate  and  attractive  form  than  if  undertaken  on  the  respon- 
sibility of  one  individual. 

All  persons  will  greatly  assist  the  Secretary  by  sending  in  their  an- 
cestry, as  far  back  as  it  is  known. 

When  sufficient  funds  are  in  hand,  there  should  be  an  exhaustive  re- 
search made  in  both  England  and  Ireland.  Doubtless  much  could  thus 
be  found  which  would  be  very  interesting  reading. 

It  is  claimed  that  during  the  family's  long  residence  in  Ireland  there 
were  made  many  good  connections  with  persons  of  gentle  blood  and  good 
descent,  all  of  whom  are  counted  the  most  prominent  and  respectable  of 
the  neighboring  gentry. 

There  appears  to  be  more  than  one  Coat  of  Arms  in  use  by  the 
Heard  families  in  England  and  Ireland,  all  being  somewhat  similar. 

Burke's  '"Tuttall-Norfolk"  describes  three  different  Coats  of  Arms, 
each,  of  the  Faulkners  and  Fitzpatricks.

It  will  be 
observed  that  the  names  of  Sudbury  and  East  Sudburj 
are  not  used  in  connection  with  those  of  the  family  who 
were  horn  or  lived  in  Wayland  previous  to  it-  becoming 
a  separate  town  :  this  is  done  to  avoid  confusion.  The 
whole  of  the  territory  now  called  Wayland,  was  included 
in  the  town  of  Sudbury  till  L780,  when  it  was  called  East 
Sudhurv.

BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCHES. 


Zachariah  Heard  (1)  is  the  earliesl  ancestor  of  whom 
anything  is  known,  and  of  his  early  life  we  know  noth- 
ing, although  (here  are  many  traditions  in  the  family 
concerning  him. 

The  first  record  of  him  which  has  been  found,  is  a 
deed,  dated  Aug.  2!),  1707,  by  which  he  purchased  of 
Stephen  Bastings,  a  homestead  and  shop  in  Cambridge, 
on  the  Watertown  Road;  bul  the  exact  location  of  the 
house  is  not  known.  In  this  dee. I  he  is  called  a  "Cloth- 
ier." Tradition,  mentioned  above,  says  that  he  was  once 
a  sailor  in  the  English  navy.  By  a  ([vr([,  dated  Dec.  26, 
170i>,  Zachariah  sold  to  Stephen  Hastings  the  property 
mentioned  above,  and  we  should  think  that  he  left  Cam- 
bridge at  that  time  and  moved  to  Wavland.  His  father- 
in-law,  Map  Thomas  Brown  of  Wavland,  died  about  thai 
time,  and  his  executor,  Joseph  Hubbard,  sold  a  number 
of  lots  of  land  to  Zachariah  and  Silence  Heard  during 
the  year  1710.  Zachariah  seems  to  have  been  prominent 
in  Wavland  from  his  firsl  settlement  there;  lie  was 
chosen   highway    surveyor  March  7,   1714,  and   was  con- 
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stable  in  1716,  and  a  selectman  in  1723.     He  also  held 
other  town  offices  in  the  years  which  followed. 

There  is  a  tradition  in  the  family  to  the  effect  that  he 
had  brothers,  with  whom  he  came  to  this  country,  and 
special  mention  is  made  of  a  Jeremy  Heard,  said  to  be 
ten  years  older  than  Zachariah,  but  we  have  failed  to  find 
any  trace  of  any  of  them;  neither  can  any  connection  be 
found  between  our  family  and  the  Heards  at  Dover, 
N .  EL,  or  in  Georgia.  Richard  Heard  (23)  found  out 
the  year  of  the  birth  of  Zachariah  and  the  date  of  his 
death,  and  left  them  recorded  among  his  papers;  but 
when-  In-  obtained  them  we  do  not  know.  Zachariah  is 
supposed  to  have  lived  in  Wayland,  on  what  is  now 
the  Morse  estate,  where  some  of  his  children  afterwards 
lived. 

Richard  Heard  (.">)  was  bom  in  Wayland,  where  he 
was  an  active  townsman;  and  the  early  records  of  the 
town  show  frequenl  mention  of  his  name  in  connection 
with  it-  affairs. 

lie  was  captain  of  a  company  of  troopers  under  George 
III.,  and  was  afterwards  known  by  his  title.  He  was  one 
..f  a  delegation  of  three,  thai  represented  Sudbury  in  the 
First  Provincial  Congress,  which  convened  at  Salem  Oct. 
7,    177  t. 

He  m    by    his   townsmen    in    East  Sudbury  to 

represenl   them   in   the  General   Court  in  the  sessions  of 
1780,  L781,  L7t 

He  lived  at  one  time  on    what  is  now  the  Morse  estate, 
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near  the  centre  of  Wayland,  and  some  of  his  children 
lived  in  the  old  house,  which  still  stands  there;  but 
whether  Richard  lived  in  it.  or  in  a  house  thai  once  stood 
in  another  pari  of  the  estate,  is  nol  known. 

Thomas  Heard  (7)  was  born  in  Wayland,  where  he 
lived  all  his  life.  He  was  one  of  the  four  brothers  who 
at  one  time  owned  the  Island,  and  his  connection  with  it 
is  described  in  its  history. 

He  was  adjutanl  in  a  regimenl  of  minute-men,  under 
Col.  Altijah  Pierce  of  Lincoln,  thai  was  formed  in  Sud- 
bury, previous  to  the  Revolution.  II<'  was  elected  to  a 
scat  in  the  lower  branch  of  the  Legislature,  in  the  session 
of  L794. 

Zachariab  Heard  (8)  was  born  in  Wayland,  and 
lived  on  the  Island  .-ill  his  life.  He  was  at  one  time 
quartermaster  in  the  State  militia.  He  is  spoken  of  by 
those  who  knew  him,  as  a  kind  neighbor,  and  a  man  who 
was  much  esteemed. 

Richard  Heard  (9)  was  horn  and  lived  in  Wayland, 
with  whose  affairs  he  was  actively  connected.  He  went 
to  work  as  a  farm  laborer,  in  177  I,  for  Thomas  Bent,  who 
then  lived  on  the  Island,  and  thus  Richard  was  the  firsl 
Heard  who  ever  lived  on  it.  He  worked  there  till  the 
breaking  oul  of  the  Revolution.  He  belonged  to  a 
company  of  minute-men,  under  the  command  of  Capt. 
Ajsahel  Wheeler;  and  was  aroused  al  midnighl  to  re-pond 
to  the  call  from  Concord,  where  he  went,  and  there  par- 
ticipated in  the  famous  fight.     1I<-  was  also  in  the  Battle  of 
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Bunker  Hill.  He  afterwards  enlisted  in  the  eight  months' 
service,  and  was  pensioned  by  the  government  for  his 
services.  He  died  at  the  age  of  eighty-six,  respected  by 
all  who  knew  him. 

David  Heard  (11)  was  horn  in  Way  land,  where  he 
always  lived.  He  was  a  very  kind  and  genial  man,  and 
lived  for  many  years  with  his  brother  Richard,  with  whom 
he  never  exchanged  an  unpleasant  word.  During  the 
Revolution,  he  belonged  to  a  company  of  militia  that  was 
held  as  a  reserve  force,  but  he  did  not  perform  any  actual 
service. 

Thomas  Heard  (13)  was  born  in  Wajdand.  He 
learned  the  blacksmith's  trade,  which  he  worked  at  in 
Watertown  for  some  years.  He  afterwards  went  to 
Wayland,  where  he  went  into  business  with  his  brother 
William,  and  Micah  Ratter;  this  firm  earned  on  the 
hotel,  and  also  kept  a  store  in  the  building  which  still 
stands  next  to  the  Unitarian  Church,  known  as  the 
"Green  Store."  This  firm  dissolved  April  9,  1814,  and 
-old  out  the  store  to  a  new  firm  composed  of  Thomas 
Heard  and  Nathaniel  Reeves,  by  whom  it  was  kept  till 
aboul  1820,  when  the  business  was  bought  by  the  firm  of 
X.  and  ('.  Heard,  and  Thomas  moved  to  Waltham,  where 
ho  carried  on  the  business  of  tinman  till  his  decease. 

Willi  \\i  Heard  (14)  was  born  and  lived  in  Way- 
land,  lie  was  a  painter  by  trade  :  he  went  into  business 
with  his  brother  Thomas,  and  Micah  h'utter,  and  when  the 
firm  dissolved,  in  1814,  he  retained  the  hotel,  now  known 
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as  the  Pequod  House,  which  he  owned  and  conducted  till 
L819,  when  he  sold  out  and  moved  < •  1 1 1 •  •  ;i  farm  in  the 
village,  where  he  lived  (ill  1822,  and  then  he  purcliu  I 
the  farm  in  Sudbury  known  as  the  Hunl  place,  win  re  he 
lived  for  a  number  of  years.  I'»\  a  deed  dated  April  I, 
L837,  he  purchased  of  Micah  Cutler  the  farm  on  the 
Island,  formerly  owned  by  Richard  Heard  (9),  and  thus 
ii    was  thai   that   pari  of  the   Island  again   i  I   to  the 

Heard  family;  here  he  lived  the  remainder  of  hi-  life. 
lie  was  scrupulously  honesl  in  all  things,  and  was  a  man 
whose  judgment  was  much  sought  and  highly  respe*  I 
He  was  very  fond  of  hunting  and  fishing,  and  was  an 
excellent  sportsman.  While  he  was  fishing,  with  hie  -on 
Clinton,  on  the  river,  within  sighl  of  hi-  house,  in  some 
way  which  will  never  he  known,  they  were  both  drowned, 
and  their  bodies  were  found  in  the  river,  and  both  were 
buried  at  the  same  time. 
George  and  Jacob  Heard  (sons  of  Thomas  7).  w< 

(wo  boys  who  died  of  small-pox,  in  the  house  now   owned 
by  Abel  Heard,  when  it  was  a  hospital. 

Jacob  Heard  (17)  was  horn  in   Wayland.     He  li\ 
there,  however,  hut  a  short  time,  a-  he  was  senl  to  Sher- 
burne, when  quite  young,  to  learn  the  gunsmith's  trade, 
which  he  followed  during  hi-  life.      He  k   pi 
for  many   years    in    Boston,  where   he   was    married  and 
lived.      He  was  drowned  in  Boston  Harbor  in  1827. 

Newell  Heard  <  L8)  was  horn  in  Wayland,  where  hr 
lived  all  his  life.     His  trade  was  that  of  a  carpenter.      In 
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L820  he  went  into  business  with  his  brother  Charles, 
under  the  firm-name  and  style  of  N.  and  C.  Heard,  dealers 
in  general  merchandise.  This  firm  bought  out  Thomas 
Beard  and  Nathaniel  Reeves,  and  continued  in  business 
till  1830,  when  it  dissolved.  The  business  was  carried 
on  in  the  "Old  Red  Store,"  so  called,  which  stood  directly 
opposite  the  new  town  house  in  the  centre  of  Wayland, 
and  n  dry-goods  store  was  also  kept  for  a  short  time  in 
the  "Green  Store;"  but,  afterwards,  the  two  were  con- 
solidated  in  the  Red  Store.  After  the  firm  dissolved,  in 
1830,  Newell  carried  on  the  business  alone  till  1863, 
when  he  sold  out  to  John  M.  Seward.  During  his  long 
business  career  he  earned  and  maintained  a  reputation  for 
honeM  dealing,  which  won  him  the  confidence  of  both 
buyers  and  sellers.  He  was  appointed  postmaster  of 
Wayland,  May  21,  1825,  which  position  he  held  till 
March  10,  1863,  when  he  resigned.  He  was  prominent 
in  Wayland  all  his  life,  and  held  many  offices  in  the  town. 
He  died  in  L865,  lamented  and  mourned  by  his  relatives 
and  friends. 

Charles  II hard  (19)  was  born  in  Wayland,  where  he 
lived  during  hi-  early  manhood.  He  went  into  business 
with  hi-  brother  Newell  in  1820,  under  the  style  of  N. 
and  ( '.  Beard.  As  we  have  already  given  a  history  of 
this  firm,  in  our  sketch  of  Xewell  Heard,  we  will  not 
repeat  it  here.  Winn  the  firm  dissolved,  in  1830,  Charles 
went  to  Brighton,  where  he  was  in  business  for  a  number 
of  years,  al    firsl   in  connection  with  his  brother  Newell, 
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ami  afterwards  alone.  lie  was,  while  living  in  Way- 
land,  connected  with  the  militia,  acting  a-  aid  to  Gen. 
Micah  Rutter,  with  the  rank  of  captain,  hi-  commission 
dating  July  5,  L821.  He  held  a  number  of  town  offices 
in  Brighton,  where  he  was  a  \er\  prominent  town-man, 
taking  a  deep  interesl  in  everything  pertaining  to  the 
improvement  of  the  town.  The  Evergreen  Cemetery  in 
Brighton  is  one  of  the  public  works  with  which  he  was 
actively  connected:  he  was  influential  in  bringing  it  into 
existence,  ami  soon  after  it  was  laid  out  he  w&S  appointed 
one  of  the  committee  in  charge  of  it,  ami  afterwards 
invested  with  the  entire  care,  which  situation  he  held  until 
his  death.  The  work  was,  however,  almost  wholly  a 
labor  of  love,  as  he  received  hut  a  small  salary  during  the 
lasl  few  years,  and  it  is  to-day  a  monument  to  his  memory , 
testifying  to  his  devotion  and  zeal  in  advancing  the  wel- 
fare of  his  fellow-townsmen.  He  was  appointed  justice 
of  the  peace  in  1834,  and  held  the  office  till  L869.  Ho 
was  also  notary-public  for  min\  years.  In  1838  he  was 
elected  to  a  seal  in  the  lower  branch  of  the  General  Court 
of  Massachusetts,  and  was  re-elected  the  following  year. 
He  was  sent,  in  In.")."),  as  a  delegate  to  the  State  Constitu- 
tional  Convention,  which  was  held  at  the  Mate  House. 

Abel  Heard  (20)  was  horn  in  Wayland.  He  has 
always  lived  on  the  farm  which  he  inherited  from  his 
father  Zaehariah.  He  has  lived  a  quiet,  retired  life, 
mingling  but  little  in  public  affairs.  In  the  war  of  1812, 
he  enlisted  and  served   in   Captain  Tarbell's   company   of 
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volunteers,  and  now  draws  a  pension  from  the  government 
for  services  rendered  at  that  time.  He  is  now  one  of  the 
oldest  Masons  in  the  State.  He  has  a  very  large  circle 
of  friend-,  by  whom  he  is  much  esteemed. 

Josiah  Heard  (21)  was  born  in  Wayland,  where  he 
lived  during  the  early  part  of  his  life.  About  1815  he 
anticipated  Horace  Greeley's  advice  and  went  West,  when 
going  West  was  much  more  of  an  undertaking  than  it  is 
at  present.  He  settled  in  Zanesville,  O.,  where  he  estab- 
lished and  edited  a  paper  called  the  "Muskingum  Mes- 
senger." This  was  a  small  weekly  sheet,  but  was  very 
active  in  politics,  and  was  of  considerable  importance. 
He  married,  and  they  had  a  child,  who  died  young;  but 
tin'  particulars  cannot  be  obtained,  as  the  early  records  in 
the  Wesl  are  very  incomplete. 

Henry  Heard  (22)  was  born  in  Wayland,  where  he 
lived  till  1814,  when  he  moved  to  Dublin,  N.  H.,  where 
lie  married,  and  lived  for  over  forty  years,  following  the 
occupation  of  a  farmer.  He  was  kind  and  self-sacrificing 
towards  his  neighbors  and  friends,  by  whom  he  was  held 
in  high  esteem,  lie  was  a  man  of  remarkable  memory, 
remembering  with  great  distinctness  events  which  oc- 
curred  in  his  youth,  when  he  was  over  eighty  years  old, 
and  he  was  often  sought  by  his  fellow-townsmen  for 
information  relative  to  boundary  lines,  etc.  He  wras  a 
strong  politician,  and  took  an  active  interest  in  politics 
and  events  connected  with  the  welfare  of  the  country. 
He  v.a-  vrery  strongly  attached  to  his  home,  and  was  un- 
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willing  to  Leave  it,  even  when  bis  advanecd  age  and  bodily 
infirmities  rendered  it  accessary  for  him  to  reside  with  his 
daughter  al  Keene,  \.  II.  Alter  a  severe  illness  of  over 
four  months,  which  be  bore  with  greal  patience,  he  died  at 
Eeene,  \.  II.,  Jan.  30,  1870,  and  bis  wife  followed  him 
the  next  May. 

Richard  Heard  (23)  was  bora  in  Wayland,  where  he 
always  lived.     At  one  time  be  lived  mi  the  [sland,  where 
he  carried  on  hi-  father's  farm  a  few  years  \\  ith  hi-  brother 
George.     Me  was  a  carpenter  by  trade,  which  he  [ear 
in  Waltham.     lie  li\  ed  the  mosl  of  hi-  life  on  a  -mall  farm 
near  the  village  of  Wayland,  mi  the  "  Farm  Road,"  wi 
he  lived  at  the  time  of  his  death.      Richard  Heard  v. 
gentleman  of  the  old  school  ;  purely  puritanical  in   both 
tastes  and  disposition,  strictly  honest  in  all  business  trans- 
actions, he  wa-  in  every  sense  a  gentleman  of  honor;  and 
in   recalling   his    long    life    of   spotle--    integrity    we    are 
reminded  that,  — 

"Of  all  the  legacies  the  dying  leave, 
Remembrance  of  their  virtue-  i.-  the  best." 

He  held  many  offices  in  the  town,  and  wa-  identified  with 
its  affairs  during  all  bis  life.  He  was  for  many  years 
deacon  of  the  Unitarian  Church  in  Wayland,  which  posi- 
tion he  held  at  the  time  of  hi-  death.  It  may  lie  proper 
to  here  remark,  that  he  always  took  a  very  active  Interest 
in  tracing  the  genealogy  of  hi-  family,  and  it  i-  to  he 
regretted  that  he  is  not  now  alive  to  assist  in  writing  this 
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record,  as  he  often  expressed  the  wish  that  such  a  history 
might  be  written.  His  wife,  Abigail,  or,  as  she  was 
familiarly  called,  "Aunt  Richard,"  was  a  most  estimable 
lady,  with  whom  he  lived  happily  for  fifty-seven  years. 
An  account  of  their  golden  wedding  will  be  found  on 
another  page.  He  died  in  November,  1872,  and  his  wife 
died  the  next  February. 

Jonathan  Fiske  Heard  (25)  was  born  in  Wayland, 
where  most  of  his  life  was  passed.  His  trade  was  that  of 
a  wheelwright,  which  he  learned  in  Concord.  He  after- 
wards followed  it  for  a  few  years  in  Cambridge,  from 
whence  he  removed  to  his  native  place,  where  he  lived 
the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  was  quite  a  fine  musician, 
and  was  violinist  in  the  Unitarian  Church  in  Wayland  for 
many  years. 

George  Heard  (26)  was  born  in  Wayland,  where  the 
early  portion  of  his  life  was  spent.  He  has  since  lived  in 
various  towns  in  the  States  of  New  York  and  Massachu- 
setts, following  the  vocation  of  farming.  He  now  lives  in 
Sudbury,  Mass. 

Samuel  Heard  (27)  was  born  in  Wayland,  where  he 
lived  during  his  early  life.  He  learned  the  carpenter's 
trade,  which  he  followed  in  Waltham  and  also  in  Water- 
town,  and  he  afterwards  lived  in  Boston  for  a  number  of 
years.  He  made  a  trip  to  California,  where  he  contracted 
the  disease  from  which  he  died  in  Waltham  in  1852. 

David  Heard  (29)  was  born  and  has  always  lived  on 
the  homestead  Avhere  so  many  of  the  Heards  have  bived 
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and  died.  When  his  father  died,  in  I s  I  ■">.  he  purchased  the 
estate  of  the  other  heirs,  and  has  ever  since  <  .•  i  r i ■  i <  •  <  I  on  i  he 
farm,  which  he  has  greatly  improved.  He  has  taken  an 
active  interest  In  public  affairs,  has  boon  a  very  influential 
townsman,  and  has  held  tnanv  offices.  He  entered  the 
Stale  militia,  First  Regiment,  Second  Brigade,  Third 
Division,  in  L81  I,  as  :i  private,  and  rose  to  the  rank  of 
colonel,  which  position  he  held  two  years,  :in<l  by  which 
title  he  has  ever  since  hern  known.

He  resigned  his  commission  of  colonel,  Feb  20,  1827. 

He  was  appointed  trial  justice  and  justice  of  the  peace  in 

1839,  and  has  held  lx>th  offices  until  recently,  when  by 

reason  of  his  advanced  age  he  neglected   to   renew    his 

commission  of  justice  of  the  peace,  although  it  was  offered, 

and  its  acceptance  urged.     His  house  has  been  the  scene  of 

many  trials,  and   lawyers  who  have  since  become  famous 

at  the  Bar,  have  pleaded  and  argued  their  cases  under  the 

old  root'  and  before  "his  honor."    He  was  elected  a  member 

of  the  Senate  of  the  State  Legislature  in  the  session  of 

1847,  and  was  re-elected  the  following  vear:  he  was  also 

a  member  of  the  House  in  the  session  of  I860.     He  has 

always  been  very  active   and   untiring  in  advancing  the 
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interests  of  the  Sudbury  River  Meadow  owners,  and  has 
given  much  time  to  their  cause.  His  long  life  has  been 
one  of  usefulness,  and  he  is  respected  and  esteemed  by 
those  who  know  him. 

William  Heard  (30)  was  born  in  Wayland,  where  he 
lived  all  his  life.  He  was  very  prominent  in  the  history  of 
the  town  during  his  life,  and  has  held  every  office  in  its 
government.  He  was  coroner  of  Middlesex  County  for 
many  years.  He  was  a  man  of  very  strong  will,  un- 
swerving honesty,  and  untiring  zeal  in  carrying  out  what- 
ever he  undertook.  During  the  war,  he  travelled  a  short 
time  in  the  South,  and  visited  the  soldiers  in  camp,  with 
whom  he  had  great  sympathy,  and  for  whose  interests  he 
spent  much  time  and  labor. 

Horace  Heard  (32)  was  born  in  Wayland,  where  he 
has  always  lived.  He  has  been  a  very  prominent  and  in- 
fluential townsman,  and  has  been  actively  connected  with 
local  and  public  affairs.  He  was  deputy  sheriff  of  Middle- 
sex County  for  twenty  years.  He  has  held  many  posi- 
tions of  honor  and  trust  in  the  town.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Corinthian  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  of  Concord. 
He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  lower  branch  of  the 
State  Legislature  in  the  session  of  1872.  In  1871  he 
received  an  important  trust,  in .  the  adminstratorship  of 
the  estate  of  Ebenezer  Hubbard  of  Concord,  Mass.  Mr. 
Hubbard  always  wished  to  have  a  monument  erected  on 
the  side  of  the  river  where  the  Americans  stood  in  the 
Concord  fight,  and  left  a  sum  of  money  to  carry  out  his 
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desire,  and  thus  it  was,  by  the  munificence  of  Mr.  Hub- 
bard, and  through  the  agency  of  Air.  Eleard,  that  the 
"Concord  Minute-Man"  was  purchased  and  erected.  Ho 
was  one  of  the   building  committee,   appointed    by  the 

town,  to  erect  the  new  town  house  in  the  centre  of  V. 
land.     His  life  has  been  one  of  useful  activity,  and  he  has 
the  confidence  and  respect  of  the  community. 

John  A.  Heard  (37)  was  born  in  Wayland,  where  he 
lived  till  181,3,  when  he  went  to  Boston,  and  there  learned 
what  was  then  the  daguerreotype  business,  which  he 
followed  till  the  discovery  of  photography,  which  he  also 
learned,  and  which  he  followed  as  a  profession.  In  his 
profession  he  was  very  successful,  and  as  an  artist  lie 
earned  for  himself  a  lasting  and  well  deserved  reputation. 
His  business  was  mostly  carried  on  in  Boston,  although 
he  at  different  times  followed  his  profession  in  various 
places  in  the  South,  through  which  part  of  the  country  he 
travelled  extensively.  In  1870  he  went  to  Europe  and 
spent  a  few  years  there. 

In  187,")  an  event  took  place  which  proved  the  reward 
of  his  former  labors,  and  the  success  of  his  life.  At  this 
time  he  was  employed  by  Dr.  A.  B.  Gould,  to  go  to 
South  America,  where  he  was  to  assist  the  astronomers  by 
photographing  the  planets,  a  process  requiring  very  great 
skill,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  work  required. 
His  selection  by  Dr.  (Jould  was  a  high  compliment  to  his 
ability  to  till  the  important  position  to  which  he  was 
called.     In  January,  187,3,  lie  started  for  Cordova,  Argen- 
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line  Republic,  where  he  arrived  the  following  March.  On 
his  arrival  he  was  informed  that  he  had  been  appointed 
photographer  to  the  government,  and  that  his  commission 
as  such  awaited  him  at  the  capital.  As  an  artist  he  was 
here  very  successful,  although  he  had  very  many  obstacles 
to  overcome  ;  his  negatives  of  the  stars  have  been  pro- 
nounced superior  to  any  that  have,  as  yet,  been  taken, 
rind  his  negative  of  the  moon  is  excelled  by  but  one.  By 
his  employers  and  associates  he  was  much  esteemed  and 
honored,  both  as  an  artist  and  a  gentleman.  He  arrived 
home  in  March,  1877.  After  a  long  illness  he  died  of 
consumption,  in  Wayland,  Dec.  2,  1878. 

Henry  Heard  (38)  was  born  in  Dublin,  N.  H.  His 
vocation  is  that  of  a  farmer.  He  now  resides  in  Acworth, 
X.  11. 

Benjamin  Heard  (39)  was  born  in  Dublin,  N.  H. 
lie  was  a  currier  and  tanner  by  trade.  In  1845  he  went 
to  Wisconsin  and  became  a  farmer,  where  he  was  married. 
He  died  in  Wisconsin,  and  his  widow  afterwards  married 
Everett  White,  who  now  resides  in  Oshkosh,  Winnebago 
( lounty,  Wis. 

Richard  Heard  (41)  was  born  in  Dublin,  N.  H. 
His  trade  is  that  of  a  blacksmith,  which  he  learned  of 
Daniel  Emerson  at  Waltham,  Mass.  He  was  employed 
lor  many  years  by  the  American  Watch  Company.  He 
lives  in  Waltham,  working  at  his  trade,  in  company 
with  .Mr.  Lewis  Emerson. 

Samuel  Heard  (42)  was  born  in  Dublin,  N.  H. ;  he 
afterwards  moved  to  Swansea,  N.  II. ,  where  he  lived  dur- 
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rag  his  life.  He  enlisted  for  the  war  in  April,  1861,  from 
Swansea,  as  :i  private,  in  ('(».  (i,  Firsl  Regimenl  of  New 
Hampshire  Volunteers,  served  bis  three  months'  time, 
and  was  discharged  Aug.  !>,  1861.  lie  re-enlisted  in 
December,  L861,in  Co.  H,  Sixth  New  Hampshire  Regi- 
ment, but  bis  health  gave  out,  and  he  was  discharged 
for  sickness  Nov.  24,  1862,  when  be  returned  borne, 
where  he  died  of  consumption. 

Franklin  Fiske  Heard  (II)  was  born  in  Wayland, 
where,  his  boyhood  was  passed  and  when'  his  education 
commenced.  He  entered  Harvard  College  and  graduated 
in  the  class  of  is  is.  In  the  same  year  he  commenced  the 
studyofthe  law  at  Wayland,in  the  office  of  Hon.  Edward 
Mellen  then  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Court  <>f  Common 
Pleas.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1850  and  com- 
menced his  professional  career  in  Framiugham  where  he 
practised  six  years,  and  then  removed  to  Boston  where  he 
has  ever  since  practised  his  profession.  As  a  lawyer  he 
has  been  successful  and  has  attained  a  high  and  leading: 
position  at  the  liar.  He  has  contributed  at  various  times 
to  the  literature  of  his  profession,  and  the  following  i-^  :i

of  Boynton  and  Marshall  of  Framingharn,  which  he  fol- 
lowed a  few  years  there,  and  then  went  to  Holliston, 
where  he  went  into  business,  and  opened  a  book-store, 
which  he  carried  on,  in  connection  with  his  business  of 
bookbinder  and  printer,  till  his  decease  in  1850.  His 
widow  afterwards  married  Joel  Brooks  of  West  Medway, 
where  they  now  live. 

Edavin  Haetwell  Heard  (son  of  David,  2(J)  was 
born  in  Way  land,  where  he  spent  his  boyhood  and  com- 
menced his  education,  which  was  finished  at  Brown  Uni- 
versity, from  which  he  graduated  in  the  class  of  1851. 
He  then  studied  law  a  few  years,  first  with  Samuel  Hoar, 
Esq.,  at  Concord,  and  afterwards  in  the  office  of  Samuel 
Brown  and  Josiah  G.  Abbott,  Esqs.,  of  Lowell.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1854,  but  he  stayed  in  Lowell 
but  a  short  time,  as  he  had  an  offer  of  a  position  in  a  law 
office  in  San  Francisco,  whither  he  went,  but  ill-health 
prevented  his  success,  and  also  compelled  him  to  give  up 
his  position,  and  return  home,  which  he  did,  but  only  to 
fall  a  victim  to  his  disease,  of  which  he  died  Oct.  20, 
1857,  in  Wayland.  From  an  editorial  obituary  notice  of 
his  death,  published  in  a  Lowell  paper,  we  quote  the 
following : — 

' '  It  is  with  feelings  of  regret  that  we  announce  the  untimely 
death  of  our  late  fellow-citizen,  E.  H.  Heard,  Esq.  His  abili- 
ties and  talents  eminently  qualified  him  for  the  legal  profession, 
which  he  adopted.  With  a  clear,  logical  mind,  fine  scholarship, 
power  of   concentration,   strong   argumentative  and  reasoning 
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powers,  and,  underlying  all,  a   broad  common  ,  he  was  in 

every  way  fitted  to  acquire  a  high  and  leading  position  as  a 
lawyer.  While  in  this  city,  Mr.  Heard  was  made  a  member  of 
the  Masonic  fraternity.  He  was  a  warm  friend  and  affectionate 
brother,  a  loved  and  loving  son,  a  good  lawyer  and  a  good  citi- 
zen, and  he  has  left  behind  him  a  name  and  reputation,  and  an 
example  that  will  go  far  t  >  heal  the  sorrow  that  his  premature 
death  has  inflicted  upon  those  who  knew  him." 

Francis  Heard  (51)  was  born  in  Wayland,  where  he 
lived  during  bis  youth,  lie  learnt  the  bookbinder's  trade 
of  his  brother  David,  which  he  has  followed  nil  his  life, 
lie  lived  a  lew  years  in  Boston,  and  also  in  Cambridge. 
In  1859  he  went  to  California  for  his  health,  where  he 
now  resides. 

Charles  B.  Heard  (53)  was  born  in  Wayland,  where 
he  lived  during  the  early  part  of  his  lite.  In  1858  he 
went  to  Boston,  where  he  stayed  a  short  time,  and  then 
went  to  Chicago,  where  lie  remained  a  few  years,  when 
he  returned:  and,  at  the  opening  of  the  war,  he  was 
employed  as  assistant  foreman  at  the  arsenal  at  Water- 
town,  Mass.,  which  position  he  tilled  four  years.  lie  was 
then  employed  at  the  Chestnul  Hill  Reservoir  during  its 
construction.  In  L867  he  made  a  second  trip  to  Chicago, 
where  he  was  a  member  of  the  tirin  of  Dresser  and  Heard, 
produce  dealers.  This  linn  continued  in  business  about 
two  years,  when  it  dissolved,  and  he  returned  home. 
Soon  after  his  arrival  from  Chicago,  he  was  attached  to 
the  engineer  corps  of  the  Iloosac  Tunnel,  where  he  re- 
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mained  five  years,  or  till  the  completion  of  the  tunnel. 
He  now  resides  in  Wayiand  on  the  farm  formerly  owned 
byEichard  Heard  (23). 

Samuel  H.  M.  Heard  (54)  was  born  in  Wayiand, 
where  he  resided  for  many  years,  following  the  occupation 
of  farmer.  He  has  served  the  town  in  many  official  capac- 
ities, holding  the  office  of  town  constable  for  many  years, 
besides  fillino-  other  town  offices  at  different  times.  He 
responded  to  the  country's  call  for  troops  at  the  time  of 
the  war,  and  enlisted  July  31,  1862,  as  a  corporal  in 
Co.  D,  Thirty-fifth  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteers, 
and  was  mustered  into  service  Auof.  16,  1862.  In  enter- 
ing  the  army,  he  took  upon  himself  duties  which  he  was 
physically  unable  to  perform,  and  he  was  discharged  for 
disability  Nov.  26,  1862.  He  has  since  lived  in  Way- 
land  and  Weston.  He  now  resides  in  the  latter  town,  and 
holds  a  position  in  the  store  of  W.  W.  Kimball  and  Co., 
grocers,  Boston. 

William  Axdrew  Heard  (55)  lived  in  Wayiand,  his 
native  place,  till  he  was  fifteen  years  old,  when  he  went 
to  Centre  Sandwich,  N.  H.,  where  he  has  since  lived. 
His  early  life  was  not  an  easy  one,  having  been  early 
called  from  home  and  school  to  earn  his  own  living.  At 
the  age  of  twenty-two  he  opened  a  store,  for  the  sale  of 
general  merchandise,  which  he  carried  on  till  1878,  nearly 
twenty-eight  years.  In  August,  1862,  he  enlisted  for  the 
war,  and  was  at  once  appointed  regimental  quartermaster 
of  the  Fourteenth  New  Hampshire  Volunteers.     In  Sep- 
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tember  <»t'  the  year  following,  in  consequct 
health,  be  was  obliged  to  resign  and   return  home,      lie 
h.is  been  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Sandwich  il 
—  1859,  1860,  and  1861.      He  was  elected  to  I  in  the 

New    Hampshire    Legislature   in   tin      i    don    of    1 
lie  was  chosen  treasurer  of  the   Sandwich  Savinirn  liauk 
in  September,  L872,  and  lias  since  held  the  position.     II- 
\v:is   appointed,  in    August,    L874,   l>\    the  justice   of  the 
Superior  Court   of  Judicature,  clerk  i»t'  the  court,  and  in 
August,    L876,   was    reappointed    l>\    the   justice    of   the 
Supreme    Court    of    the    State    to    the    same    position, 
which  he  still   holds.      In    November,    L877,  be   was  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  assignees  of  the  Carroll  Countj   i 
Cents  Savings  Bank,  the  Largest   bank  in  that   portion  of 
New  Hampshire. 

Jabed  Mann  Heard  (56)  was  the  only  member  of  t  in- 
family  who  entered  the  ministry  ;  and  »urerj  no  one  could 
have    better    represented    the    family   in  that    profession. 
He  was  born  in  Wayland,  where  he  spent   the  earlj  por- 
tion ot'liis  life.     At  the  age  of  nineteen  he  entered  Brown 
University,  from  which  he  graduated  in    1853,  at   which 
time  he  decided  to  enter  the  ministry.      He  taught  sch 
in    Providence   a    short    time;    but     hi-*     ill-health    pre- 
vented his  continuing,  and  he  improved  an  opportunity 
which  then  opened   to   him.  to   take  a   voyage  to  tin    I 
Indies.       Alter    hi>    return    he    entered    the     I'heolojj 
School  at  Cambridge.      He  was  first   called  to  the  Unita- 
rian Society  at  Clinton,  where  he  was  ordained  A 
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1858,  and  where  he  preached  with  great  acceptance  for 
five  years.     He  was  elected  to  a  seat  in  the  lower  branch

of  the  Legislature  in  the  session  of  1861-2.  In  1863  he 
received  a  call  from  the  parish  in  Fitchburg,  whither  he 
went,  but  he  only  preached  there  one  year  previous  to  his 
death,  which  occurred  at  Fitchburg,  March  21,  1864.  A 
monument  has  been  erected  to  his  memory  by  his  many 
friends  in  Fitchburg. 

LeajSider  B.  Heard  (57)  lived  in  Wayland,  his  native 
place,  till  1850,  when  he  went  to  Boston,  and  commenced 
his  business  career  in  the  emplo}7  of  Pierce,  Howe  and  Co., 
dry-goods  jobbers,  with  whom  he  stayed  five  years,  when 
he  left  the  dry-goods  business  and  entered  the  wholesale 
grocery  store  of  Jackson  and  Norris.  He  was  here  em- 
ployed till  1860,  when  he  went  into  the  employ  of  Dana, 
Farrar  and  Hyde,  wholesale  grocers,  for  whom  he  travelled 
through  Vermont  as  salesman  for  a  few  years.  While  in 
the  employ  of  this  firm  he  made  an  extended  tour  through 
the  Western  States  and  Territories,  in  the  interest  of  his 
employers,  enduring  all  the  hardships  incident  to  Western 
travel  in  those  days.  While  on  this  trip,  he  was  strongly 
impressed  with  the  commercial  resources  of  this  new 
country  and  saw  an  opening  for  a  large  and  profitable 
trade  with  the  Western  merchants,  and  on  his  return 
expressed  a  desire  to  travel  through  the  West  and  build 
up  the  trade  which  he  had  seen  in  anticipation.  The 
desire  was  granted,  and  for  seven  years  he  travelled 
through  all  the  Western  States  and  Territories.     In  1865

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HEARD'S  ISLAND, 


Heard's  Island,   in    Wayland,  is  so  closely  connected 
with  the  Heard  family,  thai  this  record  would  bj  qo  means 
be  complete  without  giving  ii  more  than  a  | > : i  —  i 1 1 u  n.>ti.  • 
This  Island,  or,  as  it  was  formerly  more  commonl}  called, 
" The  Farm,"  is  a  charming  spot ,  ami  presenl -  manj  at i  rao- 
tions  to  admirers  of  natural  scenery.    It  was  once,  without 
dcniM,    an    Indian    settlement,   and    -tone    axes,    chisel 
arrow-heads,  and  other  relics  have  been  found  in  all  pari- 
of  it.     It  is  situated  about  one-half  mile  west  ofWayland 
Village.     It   contains  about    tour  hundred  acres  of  land, 
which  is  well  adapted  to  farming,  is  well  wooded,  and  verj 
little  is  allowed  to  run  to  waste,  except  the  river  meadows, 
which   remain  almost    valueless,    from    the   effects   of  the 
dam  at  Billerica.     The  first  history  of  the  [sland  that  the 
writer  can  find  is  in  "Barry's  History   of  FYamingham," 
from  which  we  take  the  following:: — 

'•  Besides  the  regular  grants  of  land,  which  the  Propria 
gave  to  the  residents  of  Sudbary,  they  made  grants  to  Herbert 
Pelham;  although  ii  does  not  appear  thai  he  became  an  inhab- 
itant, he  owned,   for  many  years,  the   '  [aland,1  80  called,  which 
from   him   derived    the    name    ot*    '  Pelham's    [sland." 

Herbert  Pelham  was  a  prominent   and    influential   per- 
son.     He  was  a  kind  friend  of  the  colonials  in  Massa- 
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chusetts  and  promoted  their  interests  in  many  ways. 
In  1638  or  1639  he  came  to  this  country  from  Eng- 
land, and  settled  in  Cambridge,  where  he  was  en- 
trusted with  much  important  business.  He  was  the  first 
Treasurer  of  Harvard  College,  elected  Dec.  27,  1643. 
He  owned  many  tracts  of  land  in  various  parts  of  New 
England,  doubtless  granted  to  him  by  the  various  towns, 
for  kindnesses  received.  Capt.  William  Pelham,  who 
lived  in  Wayland,  was  probably  a  brother  of  Herbert. 
Herbert  Pelham,  by  his  will,  dated  Jan.  1,  1672,  gave  to 
his  son  Edward,  of  Newport,  R.  I.,  his  lands  in  Sudbury. 
By  a  deed  dated  Nov.  24,  1711,  Edward  Pelham  of  New- 
port, conveyed  the  Island  to  Isaac  Hunt  and  Samuel 
Stone,  Jr.,  who,  the  same  month,  sold  a  part  of  it  to 
Jona.  Fiske  and  George  Reed.*  Here  we  lose  all  record 
of  Isaac  Hunt  and  Georo-e  Reed  in  connection  with  the 
Island;  but  Messrs.  Stone  and  Fiske  settled  there,  and 
doubtless  bought  out  whatever  claims  Messrs.  Hunt  and 
Reed  had  upon  the  estate. 

Near  what  is  now  known  as  the  "Line  Fence,"  and 
nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  Island,  stood  the  first  two 
houses  known  to  have  been  built  on  it ;  but  by  whom 
they  were  erected  is  not  known. 

"  We  have  no  title-deeds  to  house  or  lands  ; 

Owners  and  occupants  of  earlier  dates 
From  graves  forgotten  stretch  their  dusty  hands, 
And  hold  in  mortmain  still  their  old  estates."

It  is  only  by  reference  t<>  this  event  that  the 
of  the  house  can  be  obtained.  Sarah  Fiske  afterwards 
married  Richard  Heard,  and  lived  and  died  in  this  house. 
Here  have  lived  and  died  more  members  of  tho  Heard 
family,  than  in  any  other  house,  ami  it'  it  could  i nit 
relate  some  of  the  events  which  have  transpired  under 
it-  root',  what  an  interesting  tale  it  mighl  untold. —  at 
least,  interesting  to  the  Heard-.  It  was  the  -mall-pox 
hospital  about   1792,  and  forty-four  pi  were  vaccin- 

ated here. 

In  the  attic  of  this  house  was  once  a  Back  o 

ters,  etc.,    which,  when   sold,  about     L820,  had    lain    there 

so  Ions  thai   the  sack    had    become   decayed   from   i 

These   papers   were  sold  lor  rags,  and  except   some  few 

letters  that  were  read  and  laughed  over,  no  thought    was 

given  to  them.     No   one   know-  all   that    that    sack   con- 
es 

tainedj  but  it  is  known  that  some  of  those  pap<  ra  would 
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have   thrown   light   on   the    early   history   of   Zachariali 
Heard,  of  whom  we,  at  present,  know  almost  nothing. 

In  front  of  this  house  are  two  elms,  which  stand  as 
monuments  to  the  memory  of  Richard  Heard  (9),  who 
set' them  out  when  a  boy,  when  they  were  so  small  that 
he  jumped  over  them  after  setting  them  in  place.  A  pic- 
ture of  the  house  and  trees  will  be  found  on  another  page. 
By  Jona.  Fiske's  will,  dated  Nov.  13,  1742,  he  gave  to  his 
wife  Abagail  his  estate  ;  and  when  and  how  it  came  into 
the  possession  of  his  son-in-law,  Richard  Heard  (5),  is 
not  known.  Richard  Heard  lived  and  died  here.  Bv  a 
deed  dated  March  14,  1792,  Richard  Heard  gave  this 
estate  to  his  two  sons,  Richard,  Jr.,  and  David,  who  lived 
here  together  and  carried  on  the  farm  in  common.  Rich- 
ard and  David  were  known  as  the  two  brothers  who  never 
spoke  an  unpleasant  word  to  each  other.  Their  estate 
was  undivided  till  Nov.  9,  1801,  when  they  divided,  and 
Richard  left  David  on  the  homestead,  and  settled  on  the 
south-eastern  portion  of  the. Island.  He  built  a  house  on 
the  slope  facing  the  river,  about  ten  rods  south  of  the 
road ;  this  house  was  torn  down  some  time  between  1835 
and  1840. 

Although  David  and  Richard  had  divided  the  estate, 
their  two  farms  were  worked  in  common  for  many  years, 
they  meeting  every  morning,  each  with  his  sons,  at  a 
place  convenient  to  both,  where  the  work  of  the  day  was 
laid  out.  David  lived  on  the  homestead  till  his  death  in 
1813,  when  the  farm  passed  to  his  son  David,  who   still 
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owns  it.     Richard  In  ed  on   bi     farm   til] 

went  to  live  in  the  centre  of  Way  land,  and  the  rami 

carried  on   by   his  son-.

Samuel  Stone  settled  on  the  westerly  portion  of  the 
Island,  where  he  luiill  a  house,  a  picture  of  which  may 
be  found  on  the  frontispiece  ;  this  hoi.-  iill  standi 

and  is  the  oldest    house  now  in  pi  ion  ofanj  of  the 

family.  By  a  singular  coincidence,  it  was  finished  in 
the  same  circumstances  as  thai  of  Jona.  Fiske,  and  Tabatha 
Stone  was  here  born,  Jan.  9,  L715.  Tabatha  afterwards 
married  Mr.  John  Nbyes,  whose  descendants  are  now 
livins  in  Wavland.  The  house  still  retains  much  of  it- 
ancient  appearance:  in  it  is  a  large  chamber,  now  par- 
titioned into  two  rooms,  in  which,  year-  ago,  was  ! 
many  a  country  dance,  and.  spelling  school,  as  this  was 
the  largest  hall  for  miles  around  :  and,  like   it-  bor, 

it  was  once  a  small-pox  hospital.     Samuel  Stone  sold  bis 
estate  to  Thomas   Bent,  but   the  date  of  pure' 
known.     Thomas  Bent  sel  out  the  large  elms  which  si 
in  front  of  the  old  house,  when  they  were  small  tr 
two  were  placed  in  the  front  yard  to  shad  ■  the  hou     . 
one  by  the  barn  to  shade  oxen.    ( )ne  of  these  tr 
one  of  the  largest  in  the  Slate,  and  is  much  admired  for 
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its  .symmetry  and  size.  Emerson  in  his  book  on  "The 
Trees  and  Shrubs  of  Massachusetts  "  (page  295)  says  :  "In 
1840  an  old  elm  at  Heard's  Island  in  Wayland  was  twenty 
feet  at  one  and  a  half  feet,  and  fifteen  feet  five  inches  at 
three  and  a  half  feet ;  —  a  very  noble  tree,  seventy-five  feet 
high  and  with  a  spread  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
feet  from  north-east  to  south-west,  and  not  much  less  in 
any  direction,  covering  a  broad  space  .with  its  dense 
shade."  Its  mate  has  been  very  much  damaged  by  storms, 
and  is  now  only  about  half  its  original  size. 

By  a  deed  dated  March  1,  1779,  Richard  Heard  (5),  in 
connection  with  his  sons  Zachariah  and  Thomas,  purchased 
this  estate  of  Thomas  Bent,  and  Richard  gave  his  share  of 
the  bargain  to  his  sons ;    and  that  portion  of  the  Island 
was  owned  by  them  in  common,  till  April  15,  1793,  when 
they  divided  the  estate  into  two  farms ;    Zachariah  stay- 
ing   on    the   homestead,    and   Thomas    settling    on    the 
southerly  part  of  the  estate,  there  building  a  house  which 
is    still   standing.     Zachariah  lived  on  his  farm  till  his 
death  in  1823,  when  it  passed  to  his  son  Abel,  who  still 
lives  there.     This  farm  is  much  resorted  to  for  its  pleasant 
attractions,  the  principal  feature  of  which  is  the  pond,  a 
very  pretty  sheet  of  water,  well  adapted  to  sailing,  for 
which  purpose  it  is  much  visited  in  summer.     This  pond 
has  always  been  named  with  the  Island,  being  first  called 
"Pelham's   Pond,"   and   later  "Heard's  Pond."     On  the 
northern  shore  of  this  pond  is  a  small  grove  called  "  Stony 
Point,"  which   is  resorted   to    every  summer   by  picnic 
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parties  from  adjoining  town  .     Near   Stonj   Point  \- 
other  grove,  on   Five-Rail   llill.    o  named  I" 

rail  fence  once  ran  across  il . 

In  1«S17,  Thomas  transferred  bis  farm  to  Edward  Ri 
■who  lived  <>n  il   (ill    L840,  when  he  sold  it   to  Maynard 
Jones,  who  owned    it    till    L855,  when   it    was  boughl 
Robert  Erwin,  by  whom  it  was  carried  on  till  hla  death  in 

1880,  and  by  whose  heirs  it   is  now  owned. 

Thus  we  have  (raced  the  ownership  of  the  [sland  fi 
llic   original    proprietors  to   its   present    owners.     It    is 

sincerely  to   he  hoped  that  its  name  will  remain  the  same 
for  many  years,  even  though  it  may  pass   from  the  hfl 
of  the  Hoards.
